Government Isn't So Simple 


In the Edmonton Journal of Monday; July 30th appears an editorial with the ebove 
heading, which deals with our recent crisis in town affairs and the best type of 
government for St. Albert. It condemns the Manager-Council system of local gov- 
ernment (as we had in St, Albert for nearly six years) and it blows the trumpet 
in praise of "the Commissioner--Council" form of Government, which has proven 
over and over again to be the best form of government in the City of Edmonton. 
It "provides an ingenious and responsible form of grass-roots democracy" which 
are the concluding words of the editorial. We have read this editorial over and 
over again, trying to understand what the editor has meant. We also have talked 
it over with many qualified citizens, asking what they thought about this edit- 
orial, but practically all of them had the same thought as we, that this editor- 
iel is a completely mysterious epistle with many contradictory thoughts, The 
advice in this editoriel does not help St. Albert at all, because it makes our 
special case more complicated than ever. For the very reason that our former 
Board of Administrators and our current Council are deeply convinced that "gov= 
ernment isn't so simple" for the fast-growing community of St. Albert, they used 
the Manager-Council system to be assured that at least one professionel, steeped 
in municipal administrative practice, would be on hand to ensure the citizens 
of St. Albert of a smooth running, professionally guided municipal government. 

This effective form of management of the Town of St. Albert is not only 
praised by many of our own citizens, but also throughout Alberta and even in 
Eastern Canadait has been cited as an example of wise and carefully thought-out 
management, by the Community Planning Association of Cenada, who are meeting 
in Edmonton in September and plan to include a tour of St, Albert in their itin- 
erry. The praised system of "Commissioner-Council” is, in principle, just 
the same as the Manager-Council system with only the difference of name and 
salary. (both systems use highly paid professionals) but in this case Edmonton 
has three commissioners and St. Albert one "commissioner (manager). The "so 
effective" conmissioner-council system is the kind of government used by many 
CITIES but cannot, under the Town and Village Act be applied here. Therefore, 
we have the same most effective form of administration in the manager-council 
system, We are thankful for the editorial, in thet it mentions the form of 
government which we have here in St. Albert is to be praised. Each form of 
municipal government can be condemned if personal conflicts and animosities 
kill the system. Without such an inadmissable evil, each system will have good 
results, if mayor and council, manager (or commissioner) will cooperete for the 
sake of the Town and City and carry out their duties as leid down by lew, 
vinced that "government is not so simple". 

We would like to express our regret over the fact that the editorial not 
only brought us nothing new but failed to solve any of our present difficulties.
